COVID-19  UPDATE:  PROVIDING  MORE 
LOCAL  RESOURCES  FOR  FAMILIES 


Friends, 

Given  the  growing  coronavirus  pandemic,  I  partnered  with  City  and 
County  leaders  on  Monday  to  bring  20,000  COVID-19  test  kits  to  Los 
Angeles  from  South  Korea,  with  more  to  follow  through  an  agreement 
with  Segeene,  Inc.  While  the  agreement,  along  with  another  the 
Mayor  secured,  will  help  Los  Angeles  ramp  up  testing  for  COVID-19, 
we  also  need  local  manufacturers  to  modify  their  operations  to 
produce  related  items  in  short  supply,  including  swabs,  testing  trays, 
and  gloves  and  masks  for  health  workers. 

I  also  implore  you  to  adhere  to  the  "Stay  at  Home"  mandate  our  city 
has.  We  should  only  leave  our  homes  for  essential  tasks,  and 
remember  to  wash  our  hands  frequently  and  practice  social 
distancing.  Please  be  safe  and  do  your  part  and  encourage  others  to 
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do  the  same.  Our  health  and  our  lives  depend  on  it. 

Lastly,  as  the  daughter  of  the  working  poor,  I  am  a  staunch  advocate 
for  my  community  and  last  week  I  led  a  City  Council  meeting  that  saw 
46  motions  introduced  designed  to  assist  Angelenos  during  this  trying 
time.  We  will  have  an  emergency  Council  meeting  as  soon  as  possible 
to  follow  up  on  these  much-needed  actions  to  help  renters,  working- 
class  people,  small  business  owners,  and  many  others.  Unfortunately, 
this  week,  I  had  to  cancel  two  planned  meetings  because  of  technical 
hurdles  our  ITA  staff,  unfortunately,  couldn't  overcome  by  Tuesday  to 
set  up  a  remote  meeting,  as  well  as  safety  concerns  given  the  more 
stringent  rules  regarding  groups  of  10  people  or  more.  Please  know,  I 
want  these  technical  issues  dealt  with  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  as 
soon  as  they  are,  I  will  call  for  another  meeting  to  continue  the 
business  of  you,  the  good  people  of  the  City  of  Los  Angeles. 

This  pandemic  is  costing  lives  and  is  truly  unlike  anything  we  have 
ever  seen  but  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  stands  with  you.  I  wish 
you  peace  and  good  health.

Increasing  Coronavirus  Testing  for  Los 
Angeles 
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Yesterday  we  announced  that  20,000  coronavirus  test  kits  from  South 
Korea's  Seegene  Technologies  will  be  coming  to  Los  Angeles  through 
a  partnership  with  Assistant  President  Pro  Tern  David  Ryu,  LA 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  Chair  Kathryn  Barger  and  Supervisor 
Hilda  Solis. 

However,  increased  testing  requires  more  than  just  labs  and  test  kits. 
Critical  shortages  remain  in  gloves,  swabs,  and  other  materials 
needed  to  complete  testing.  At  Monday's  County  briefing,  I  asked 
local  Southern  California  manufacturers  to  work  with  local 
government  to  repurpose  their  production  lines  to  make  the  materials 
needed  to  complete  testing.  City  and  County  leaders  are  currently 
working  to  identify  testing  sites,  and  ensure  there  are  enough 
medical  materials  to  complete  as  many  tests  as  possible. 

We  can't  stand  still  and  wait  for  federal  help  to  bail  us  out.  We  must 
act  quickly.  With  this  partnership,  we  hope  to  expand  to  provide 
100,000  tests  free  of  cost  for  Angelenos.  Together  we  will  get  through 
this  crisis.
